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CONSTITUTION 


Article I — Name 

This Association shall be known by the name of the 
Pirat West Florida Missionary Baptist Association. 

Article II — Its Object 

Section 1. Its object shall be to establish union among 
our churches upon proper principles, embracing discip- 
line, government and organization. To encourage our 
brethren by all Christian means to a spirit of education, 
industry, self-reliance and especially spiritual advance- 
ment, and to sustain an institution of learning. 

To do all in our power to comply with the 
Commission of Christ to spread the gospel as far as our 
means will permit, here and in foreign land.

CONSTITUTION OF THE WOMEN’S AUXILIARY 

Article — I 

This Convention shall be known as the Woman's Home 
Foreign and Educational District Convention, Auxiliary 
to the First West Florida Baptist Association. 

Article II — Object
